Being a By-law to establish an Interim Tax Levy for the 
year 1987. 

The Municipal Act, R.S.O. 1980, Chapter 302, Section 159 and 
amendments thereto, provides the authority for Council to levy 
an interim rate on the whole of the assessment for real property 
and business assessment according to the last revised assessment 
roll. 

The amount levied shall not exceed 50 per cent of that which 
would be produced by applying to such assessment the total rate 
for all real property and business assessments respectively for 
public school supporters. 

The 1986 Residential Public Mill Rate was 260.76; and the 
1986 Business Public Mill Rate was 306.78. 

The Council deems it necessary to levy an Interim rate to 
meet expenditures prior to the final Mill Rate being established 
after the estimated expenditures and revenues are adopted. 

THEREFORE the Municipal Council of the Corporation of the 
Township of Blandford-Blenheim enacts as follows: 

1. An Interim Levy of 95 Mills shall be imposed on all 
residential real property. 

2. An Interim Levy of 110 Mills shall be imposed on all 
commercial real property. 

3. An Interim Levy of 110 Mills shall be imposed on all 
business assessments. 

4. Local Improvement charges commencing in 1987 for municipal 
drain and tile drainage debentures shall have 1/3 of the 
total due for the year placed on the interim tax bill. 
All other Local Improvement charges that were placed on 
the interim bill in previous years shall continue to be 
charged. 

5. The Interim Levy shall be due in whole (one payment) on or 
before March 31st, 1987. 

6. By-law Number 649-86, enacted the 5th day of February, 1986, 
is hereby repealed.

Whereas the Municipal Act, Section 354 provides that the 
Council may by By-law Establish and Regulate a Fire Department; 

THEREFORE, The Council of the Corporation of the Township 
of Blandford-Blenheim enacts as follows: 

1. In this By-law, unless the Context otherwise requires, 

(a) "Council" means the Council of the Township of 
Blandford-Blenheim. 

(b) "Department" means the Township of Blandford- 
Blenheim Fire Department. 

(c) "Member" includes an Officer. 

(d) "Fire Protection" means fire suppression, prevention 
and rescue services. 

2. A Department for the Township of Blandford-Blenheim, to be 
known as the Blandford-Blenheim Fire Department, is hereby 
established and the Head of the Department shall be known 
as the Chief of the Department. 

3. In addition to the Chief of the Department, the Department 
Personnel shall consist of a Deputy Chief, District Chiefs, 
Captains and other Officers and Members as from time to 
time may be deemed necessary by the Council. 

4. (1) The Chief of the Department may recommend to the 
Council the appointment of any qualified person as a 
member of the Department after consultation with the 
District Chief from which the member is suggested. 

(2) A person is qualified to be appointed a member of 
the Department for fire fighting duties who; 

(a) is of good character, 

(b) Passes such aptitude tests as may be required 
by the Chief of the Department, and 

(c) is medically fit to be a member as certified 
by a Physician designated by the Chief of the 
Department. 

(3) A person appointed as a member of the Department for 
fire fighting duties shall be on probation for a period 

of 6 months during which period he shall take such training 
and examinations as may be required by the Chief of the 
Department . 

(4) If a probationary member appointed for fire fighting 
duties fails any such examinations, the Chief of the 
Department may recommend to the Council that he be dismissed. 

5. The remuneration of all members of the Department shall be 
determined by the Council. 

6. The Chief of the Department is responsible to the Council for 
the proper administration and operation of the Department, 
for the discipline of its members, and 



(a) May make such general orders and Departmental rules 

as may be necessary for the care and protection of the 
Department, and generally for the efficient operation 
of the Department, provided that such General orders 
and rules do not conflict with the provisions of any 
by-laws of the Municipality.

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Shall review periodically the policies and procedures 
of the Department and shall establish an Advisory 
Committee consisting of Deputy Chief, District Chiefs 
and Captains. 

(c) Shall take all proper measures for the prevention, 
control and extinguishment of fires and for the 
protection of life and property and shall enforce 
all municipal By-laws respecting fire prevention and 
exercise the powers imposed on him by the Fire 
Marshal's Act. 

(d) Is responsible for the enforcement of this By-law and 
the General Orders and Departmental Rules. 

(e) Shall report all fires to the Fire Marshal as 
required by the Fire Marshal's Act. 

(f) Shall submit to the Council for its approval, as 
required by the Council, the Annual estimates of 
the Department. 

The Deputy Chief shall report to the Chief of the 
Department on the activities of the Divisions that are 
his responsibility and carry out the order of the Chief, 
and in the absence of the Chief, has all the Powers and 
shall perform all the Duties of the Chief. 

The Chief of the Department is responsible to Council for 
the carrying out of the following duties: 

(1) Provide Administration facilities for the Department. 

(2) Prepare the Departmental budget and exercise control 
of the Budget. 

(3) Initiate requisitions for materials and services and 
certify all accounts of the Department. 

{4) Maintain personnel records. 

(5) Arrange for the provision of new buildings. 

(6) Arrange for the provision of medical services. 

(7) Prepare the annual report of the Department. 

(8) Carry out the General Administrative Duties of the 
Department . 

(9) Provide liaison with the County Fire Co-ordinator . 

(10) Assist the County Fire Co-ordinator in the preparation 
of a County Emergency Fire Service Plan and operating 
procedures. 

(11) Prepare Specifications for the purchase of apparatus 
and equipment. 

(12) Maintain and keep in repair all existing buildings, 
fire fighting rescue and salvage apparatus of the 
Department . 

(13) Prepare specifications for new communication systems 
and for additions to existing communication systems. 

(14) Enforce Fire Prevention By-laws. 

(15) Examine building plans. 

(16) Provide personnel for fire prevention lectures. 

(17) Establish and maintain photography facilities. 
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9. The Deputy Chief is responsible to the Chief of the 
Department for the Management and operation of the 
Division of Fire Fighting and for the carrying out of 
the following duties of the Division: 

(1) Prevent, control and extinguish fires, and maintain 
fire loss records. 

(2) Conduct investigations of fire in order to determine 
cause, origin, and, where appropriate, to request 
the Office of the Fire Marshal to conduct an 
investigation . 

(3) Perform rescue and salvage operations and render 
first aid. 

(4) Respond and assist at such emergencies as may be 
required by the Chief of the Department. 

(5) Participate in training at stations. 

(6) Perform apparatus maintenance and cleaning. 

(7) Prepare the annual report and budget of the Division 
of Fire Fighting to be submitted to the Chief. 

10. A Captain is in command of the Company to which he is 
assigned and is responsible for the proper operations of 
that company to the District Chief. 

11. Where the Chief of the Department designates a member 
to act in the place of an Officer in the Department, 
such member, when so acting, has all the powers and shall 
perform all the Duties of the Officer replaced. 

12. The District Chiefs are responsible to the Chief for the 
carrying out of the following duties: 

(1) Administer training for all personnel of the 
Department in Fire Administration, Fire Prevention 
and fire fighting, 

(2) Administer training programs in stations. 

(3) Prepare and conduct examinations of members as 
required by the Chief of the Department. 

(4) Prepare the annual report and budget of the station 
to be submitted to the Chief. 

13. (1) The provisions of this section, with respect to the 

promotion of members, do not apply to the Deputy 
Chief or District Chiefs. 

(2) The position of Deputy Chief shall be filled by 
rotating the District Chiefs as agreed upon between 
the Chief and District Chiefs. 

(3) Upon vacany of the office, District Chiefs shall be 
appointed by Council based upon the recommendation of 
the Fire Chief. 

(4) Upon vacancy of the office, persons may be nominated 
and a person elected as a Captain provided that: 

(a) the nominee has a minimum of 5 years service with 
the Department where possible and 

(b) the elected person is approved for promotion by 
the District Chief and the Fire Chief. 

(5) Upon vacancy of the office, persons may be nominated 
and a person elected as an Acting Captain provided that;

AND WHEREAS the estimated cost of constructing the drainage

THEREFORE the Council of the Township of Blandford-Blenheim 
pursuant to the Drainage Act, R.S.O. 198Q , enacts as follows;

such debentures shall be made payable within Five (5) years 
from the date of the debenture and shall bear interest at a 
rate not higher than the rate charged by The Ontario Municipal 
Improvement Corporation on the date of sale of such debentures. 
The Restructured County of Oxford shall handle the sale of 
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such debentures, with interest at the prevailing rates at the 
time of the debenture sale.

Being a By-law to amend the assessment schedules based on 
actual costs incurred for constructing the Cowan Drain , Branch S . 

WHEREAS By-law Number 686-86 enacted on the 21st day of 
January, 1987 provided for the construction of the Cowan Drain, 
Branch S, based on the estimates contained in a a Revised 
Drainage Report dated November 5, 1986. The original Reports 
were dated November 30, 1983 and April 30, 1985, respectively. 
All of the reports were submitted by K.A. Smart, P.Eng., and 
John Kuntze, P.Eng., from the firm of K. Smart Associates Limited. 

The Drainage Works were completed as per the Engineer's 
Report, and the actual costs incurred to construct the Drainage 
Works was $56,384.25. The Engineer's Estimated Costs to 
construct the Drainage Works was $55,500.00, less $2,825.00 
Special Assessment to the County of Oxford for crossing County 
Road Number 29, and a Special Assessment in the amount of 
$2,975.00 to the Township of - Blandford-Blenheim for crossing the 
Motheral Road, for a Net Estimated Cost of $49,700.00. The 
road crossings were completed at an Actual Cost of $450.00 (County) 
and $3,625.00 (Township), reducing the Net Actual cost to 
$52,309.25, for pro-rata purposes. The Actual Cost to construct 
the Drainage Works was over the Estimated Costs by a sum of 
$2,609.25, or 105.25% of the Engineer's Estimate. 

The Drainage Act, R.S.O., 1980, Section 62, and Amendments 
thereto, empowers Council to amend assessment schedules to 
provide proper contributions towards the drainage works based on 
actual costs on a pro-rata basis according to the assessments 
in the original estimate.

BY-LAW NUMBER 734-87 



Being a By-law to provide for the stopping up and closing of 
original road allowance, open and unopened, and travelled road 
allowance known as a portion of Township Road #8, located at 
Lots 7 and 8, Concession 7 and 8 (Former Blandford) . 

WHEREAS the Councils of every municipality are authorized by 
Section 298 of the Municipal Act, R.S.O. 1980, Chapter 302, and 
amendments thereto, to pass by-laws for stopping up and closing 
any highway or part of a highway; 

AND WHEREAS it is deemed expedient in the interest of the 
Municipal Corporation of the Township of Blandford-Blenheim 
hereinafter called the Corporation, that the original road 
allowance, open and unopened, and the travelled road allowance 
both leading to the Thames River be closed and stopped up since 
there no longer is a bridge crossing the river leading to the 
Township of East Zorra-Tavistock; 

AND WHEREAS notice of this By-law has been published once a 
week for four successive weeks in the Ayr News, a Newspaper 
published weekly, in the Township of Blandford-Blenheim; 

AND WHEREAS the Council of the Corporation of the County of 
Oxford at their meeting held in Woodstock on November 25th, 1987, 
advised that they have no objection to the stopping up and closing 
of the lands hereinafter described, pursuant to Section 50, 
Subsection 1 of the County of Oxford Act, R.S.O. 1980, 
Chapter 365, and amendments thereto; 

AND WHEREAS the Council for the said Corporation has heard in 
person or by his counsel, solicitor or agent, all persons claiming 
that their land will be prejudicially affected by this By-law, 
and who applied to be heard. 

NOW THEREFORE, the Council of the Corporation of the Township 
of Blandford-Blenheim enacts as follows:

1 . 2 All and singular that certain parcel or tract of land 
and premises situate, lying and being in the Township of 
Blandford-Blenheim, formerly Blandford, in the County of 
Oxford and being composed of those parts of the Allowance 
for the Travelled Road in Lot 7, Concession 7 in the said
